MacDERMOT, ‘‘that I had every in- 
tention of proceeding with the motion, 
and that I only refrained from doing 
so because of eleventh hour representa-

' believed that it would lead to undesir- 


statements being made, and 
enquiries which had the 
effect of convincing me that on balance 
it would be wiser to accept their 
advice.’ 

No inconvenience was caused to the 
Taoiseach, as he was informed of the 
situation before the end of ordinary 
pffice hours, I am sorry if any incon- 
renience was caused to the Senate, but 
he arrangement of the hour for the 
iscussion of the motion had not been 
ade to suit me, but to suit others, 
nd had, in fact, come upon me as a 
urprise when I heard of it yesterday 
afternoon.

INDIAN POET DEAD 


DEPLORES WAR IN LAST 
MESSAGE | 


Sir Rabindranath Tagore, Indian 
poet, who died at Calcutta yesterday at 
the age of eighty, wrote and set to 
music about 3000 songs and wrote 5O 
volumes of poetry. 
Mr. W. B. Yeats was largely instru- 
mental in making Rabindranath 
Tagore’s works known to the people of 
Great Britain and Ireland. Tagore’s 
eminenc: was marked by the award of 
the Nobei Prize in [Laterature. 
Knighted in 1915, he later asked to 
be relieved of his title in protest against 
the killing of Indians by British troops 
in 1919 at Amritsar. His request was 
not granted, but he stopped using the 
é Fá i 
J'ágore was tall, massively built, with 
a splendid head, thick silvery hair and 
a long white beard. i 
Last, summer a special Convocation of 
Oxford University—the first ever held 
outside England—took place in the tiny 
Bengal village of Santinektan to allow 
the Chief Justice of India to confer the 
degree of Doctor of Literature on 
Tagore. 
He had recently undergone a serious 
operation for kidney trouble, and subse- 


quently his. condition gave rise to 
anxiety. Last October he was taken 
seriously ill, but made a remarkable 
recove 


In he last message Tagore said :— 
“ The failure of humanity in the West 
to preserve the worth of their civilisa- 
tion and the dignity of man, which they 
had taken centuries to build up, weighs 
like a nightmare on my mind. Not even 
the tertible Mongols were guilty of such 
a gross betrayal of humanity as the so- 
called ‘civilised nations of to-day are 
perpetrating before our very eyes. In 
the midst of this insane orgy of violence 
and destruction, [ shall continue to hold 
fast to my faith in the final recovery 
of man’s lost heritage of moral worth. 

Mr, Gandhi, interviewed at Wardha, 
said: ‘‘In the death of Tagore we 
have not only lost the greatest poet of 
the age, but an ardent Nationalist. 
There is hardly any public activity on 


which he has not left the impress of 


his powerful personality. C

POST TAKEN AND

DUCE’S SON 
KILLED 


AIR CRASH ON 
TEST FLIGHT 


RRUNO MUSSOLINI, twenty- 


three years old younger 
and favourite son of the Italian 
Dictator, was killed when a new 
four-engined bomber he had 
taken on a test flight crashed as 
it came in to land at the San 
Giusto Airport, at Pisa yester- 
day. The cause of the accident 
is not known. 


FATHER AT THE SCENE 

Two other members of the crew were 
killed and five injured. Their bomber 
was to have been incorporated in a 
squadron being formed for imminent 
war action. 

Immediately that he was informed of 
the accident, Signor Mussolini, accom- 
panied by the Chief of the Italian Air 
Staff, General Pricolo, flew to Pisa and 
hastened to the Santa Chiara Hospital, 
where the body of Bruno lay. With him 
went lis other son, Vittorio. After- 
wards the Duce inspected the scene of 
the crash. 


ITALIAN KING'S 
TELEGRAM 


The King of Italy sent the following 
telegram to the Duce:—‘‘ At the 
moment when you, as a father, have 
suffered such a cruel blow, the Queen 
and I, who take a poignant share in 
your sorrow, wish to express to you 
our deepest condolences in this great 
grief.—Your affectionate cousin, Victor 
Emimanuel.’’ 

The victyns of the crash, in addition 
to Bruno Mussolini, were :—Lieutenant- 
Pilot Francesco Vitalini Saccon: and 
Adjutant-Mechanic Angelo Trezzimi 
(killed), and Lieutenant-Pilot Domenico

Bruno Mussolini was married in 
October, 1938, and leaves a daughter 
uearly a year and a half of age. Accord- 
ing to an official biography issued in 
Rome, he had 205 flying hours to his 
credit, and had taken part in fifty war 
flights. Both he and his elder brother 
saw service in the Abvssinian war.

CASE OF MR. 
CAHIR HEALY 
WHY HE IS DETAINED 


Mr. Herbert Morrison (Home Secre- 
tary), in the British House of Com- 
mons, replying to Mr. J. McGovern 
(I.L.P.) yesterday said: Mr. Cahir 
Healy is detained in pursuance of an 
Order which I made under Defence 
Regulation 18 B, on the ground that 
he has been recently concerned with 
the preparation or instigation of acts 
rejudicial to the public safety or the de- 
aco of the realm and that by reason, 
therefore, it is mecessary to exercise con- 
trol over him. It is not proposed to 
institute criminal proceedings against 
him. As I have explained on previous 
occasions, action under this regulation 
is preventive in character and does not 
imply that the person detained has com- 
mitted an offence against the criminal 
law in respect of which proceedings can 
be taken. Mr. Healy has not made 
objections against the Order to the 
aaaiaey Committee; but, if he chooses 
to take advantage of the procedure laid 
down in the regulation, his case will 
be heard by the Committee without 
delay. He is at present detained in 
Brixton Prison and is allowed associa- 
tion with other detainees throughout 
the whole of the day. Persons detained 
in prison under the regulation are 
allowed two letters and one visit per 
week, but additional letters and visits 
may be permitted in the discretion of 
the Prison Governor.

TUBERCULOSIS MENACE 


NEW SANATORIA 


FOR DUBLIN 
D UBLIN is to have two new 


tuberculosis sanatoria — 
one at Ballyfermot, two miles 
from Inchicore, on an area of 
sixty acres, with 240 beds (130 
more than the Pigeonhouse, 
which it replaces), and another 
at Ballyowen, near Lucan, to 
replace the sanatorium at Crook- 
sling. This will contain from 
320 to 350 beds, an increase of, 
at least, sixty over its pre- 
decessor. 
Provision is being made in 
these sanatoria to receive about 
forty country cases. 


PLANS COMPETITION 


The Corporation is holding an archi- 
tectural competition for the best plans 
for the building at Ballyowen, but 
construction at Ballyfermot has been 
postponed indefinitely cwing to the 
shortage of building materials and 
minor difficulties with the Local Go- 
vernment Department. 

At present the Corporation has only 
two tuberculosis dispensaries—one at 


Charles street and another in the 
Meath Hospital. The Local Govern- 
ment Department have recently 


granted an X-Ray screening apparatus 
to the Corporation, and this will be 
supplied to Charles street. This will 
save patients from going to the Dublin 
Union, the only other hospital to have 
such an apparatus. 

Last night Alderman A. Byrne, 
T.D., who two years ago started a 
fight for the reorganisation and im- 
provement of methods for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis in Dublin, ex- 
pressed disappointment at the way in 
which the Dublin Corporation had been 
treated by the Local Government De- 
partment, 


MORE PATTENTS FHAN 
EVER 


“These two sanatoriums constitate 
a big change, ' he said, ‘‘ and there 
should be an equally big increase in 
the bedding “accommodation, which, in 
the case of the Ballyowen Sanatorium, 
should be substantially more than 
sixty.” 

He told an Jrish Times reporter that 
tuberculosis patients were coming for- 
ward for treatment at an earlier stage 
than they did formerly, and the Cor: 
poration were at present dealing with 
a greater number than ever before. 

“We have done away with the old 
basements, and this, coupled with im- 
proved methods of treatment and im- 


proved housing conditions, should 
ensure a decrease in the number of 
cases,” continued Alderman’ Byrne. 


“TI am satisfied,” he said, “ that all 
the doctors and workers are over- 
worked, and believe sincerely that the 
staffs should be increased greatly. In 
1939. Dr. Harrington, one of the Jead- 
ing tuberculosis doctors on the staff of 
the Corporation, died, The Govern- 
ment refused to fill the vacancy, and 
ever since then—and just at the pre- 
sent time when so much could be done 
if only we got co-operation—we are 
left one doctor short.

THE GREAT KILLER 

A member of the Tuberculosis Sub- 
Committee of the Royal Irish Academy 
of Medicine told the /rish Times last 
night that the money now being spent 
on tuberculosis by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion (£68,000 per annum) might as well 
be saved as it was being used ineffec- 
tively. Given about another £10,000 
a year the money could be properly 
utilised and the disease could be wiped 
out within ten years. Tuberculosis, he 
added, is the third greatest killing 
disease, and the only great killing 
disease for young adults; economicall 
speaking, it is the worst disease of all, 
since it incapacitates and kills between 
the ages of fifteen and thirty-five. 

“It has been virtually wiped out 
elsewhere,” added the doctor,” and, 
age the facilities, we could eradicate 
it here.” 


WORKERS’ POOR 
CHANCES | 


Another doctor. . suggested . that 
nothing could be done to tackle the 
disease effectively until the economic 
up of the problem was considered. 
When - tuberculosis at@acked the 
workingman, he said, the man could 
not afford to take the necessary time 
off from work for proper sanatorium 
treatment and tried to conceal the 
disease as long as possible. If he did 
receive sanatorium treatment he 
returned to his home, where it was not 

ossible for him to have a room fó 

imself. His condition—and his earn- 
ing capacity—steadily declined. Given 
freedom from the economic necessity of 
supporting his family the man would 
have a proper chance to recover. The 
position with women of this class was 
somewhat similar—the care of their 
children was oí paramount importance 
and, .;herefore. they were~prevented 
from getting full and proper treatment.

War in the East? 


Nobody would be surprised if Japan and 
Great Britain found themselves at war 
within a week. They have quarrelled 
before now, generally as a result of 
encroachments by Japan, but never have 
tempers been so bad, and never has there 
been so much, or so open, talk of war. 
The British are satisfied that Japan 
intends to obtain important bases in 
Thailand, with or without an overt threat 
of force. The Japanese deny any such 
intention, replying that the charge has 
been brought for no other purpose than 
to cloak Britain’s own sinister aims, which 
are to grab bases in Thailand for herself, 
to serve as advanced protection for 
Singapore. They themselves, as they are 
at pains to tell the world, are completely 
innocent ; and it is possible that the world 
might believe them if they had not dis- 
claimed any intention of obtaining bases 
in French Indo-China several days before 
they marched in and occupied them. An 
even more dangerous portent of war, how- 


‘ever, is furnished by the almost frautic 


preparations that are being made on both 
For the best part of a week past 
there have been continual 
Japanese troop movements in French Indo- 
China, and it is virtually certain that con- 
siderable lining the border 
between French Indo-China and Thailand, 
ready to advance as soon as the signal is 
given. while a useful fleet is known to be 
stationed in the Indo-Chinese ports. The 
British, on the other han!, have drafted

Both Britain and the United States have 
protested with so much vigour that they 
no longer can afford, without a sad loss 
of prestige, to overlook a Japanese 
Thailand.

Heroes of the Air 2 


How many regular readers of the war 
news could give the naines of five fighter 
pilots—British, German or Italian—who 
established reputations by their 
daring and their combat successes in the 
present war? In the services of the 
various belligerent countries there must 
be hundreds of pilots whose fame already 


have 


extends far beyond their respective 
squadrons; for in two years of the 
most intensive activity in the short 
history of aerial fighting deeds of 


heroism undoubtedly have been numerous, 
and men skilled above the average have 
been adding steadily to the totals of their 
victories. Of course, during the last war 
the general public knew very little about 
the “ace pilots, as they then were 


called. The successes of Manfred von 


Richthofen, the greatest of the German 
pilots, were a source of gossip, and 
possibly of exaggeration, in the messes of 
both Royal Flying Corps and French Air 
Force; certain units were establishing 
a reputation among flying men—the 
Lafayette Escadrille, composed of Ameri- 
cans serving with the French; the 
Escadrille des Cigognes, the “ circus” 
trained by Boelcke, and subsequently 
commanded by Richthofen; the 74th and 
85th Squadrons of the R.A.F., with which 
‘*Micky’’ Mannock was associated, for 
examples. In addition, there were British 
pilots whose achievements were the sub- 
ject of conversation at home as well as in 
France. Men like McCudden and Bishop 
were sure to be féted if they made an 
appearance in places where information 
about the personnel of the services was 
no secret—in places like Murray's Club. 
Most pilots, however, only became famous 
when they were dead. Mannock, for 
instance, did not receive his Victoria Cross 
till he had been dead about a year, and 
his popular fame rests upon books written 
about him long after the war had ended ; yet 
in France he was well-known through the 
singing of his praises by men who had 
with him, great are 
making history in the air to-day. Britain, 
is producing a younger generation in the 
tradition of. Albert Ball, of Mannock, 
McCudden and Bishop; Germany is turn-

Ash-trays from Coffee 


According to a from South 
America, Mr. Herbert Spencer Polin, a 


young American chemist, has discovered 


report 


the way to manufacture a new plastic from 
coffee. Although the material has not been 
tested practically on any large scale, Mr. 
Polin believes that it will fulfil all the 
requirements: it will make a tough, 
durable and easily moulded composition, 
suitable for the manufacture of hundreds 
of articles, varving from ash-trays to aero- 
plane wings. In this invention Brazil may 
find not onlv’a world-wide market for a 
new prod ict. but also a solution to one of 
her oldest problems—the disposal of her 
huge surplus stocks of coffee. Brazil can 
produce a great deal more coffee than ever 
she could export profitably, and a great 
deal more at times than would allow her 


to maintain the price at a reasonably high 


level. There was at least one ‘‘ sensa- 
tional’ occasion—it created an inter- 
national outcry—when she effected the 


disposal by the simple process of destroy- 
ing a huge proportion of the coffee harvest. 
Such a solution to the problem is, of 
course, criminally wasteful, especially 
when there are millions of people: who 
have to do without coffee because they 
cannot afford to pay for it, but no other 
solution has yet presented itself. - Mr. 
Polin’s discovery that coffee can be used 
to produce a plastic promises to solve the 
difficulty of ‘‘ over-production’’ ; and may 
help, in addition, to solve the unemploy- 
ment problem. At the same time, his 
solution leaves much to be desired. In the 
first place, it isa pity that food which is fit 
for human consumption should be used fo 
produce such articles as ash-trays and 
aeroplane wings, and, in the second place, 
it is always possible that the Brazilians 
may find the export of plastic articles 
more profitable than that of coffee, and 
that consequently the great majority of 
the coffee harvest may go to the making of 
ash-trays and aeroplane wings, á

R.D.S. COMPETITION 
This is the 200th vear of the Royal Dublin 


Society's work for the encouragement of art 
in Ireland, and the display of work entered 
by art students for the Taylor Art competi. 
tions and for the Society's National Art con 
petition can be seen in the Members’ Hall, 
Ballsbridge. 

The number of entries is well up to stan- 
dard, many of the exhibits showing ex- 
ceptional talent. | 

The exhibits cover a wide range, and 
perhaps the most interesting are the composi- 
tion specimens, which show great diversity 
of conception. 

Valuable scholarships and prizes, arising 
out .of the of the late Captain 
Archibald Taylor, were presented, and about 
60 works were entered in this competition. 

There were over 400 entries for the National 
Art competition, an interestmg feature oi 
which was the award of the California Medal 
to Robert Graham Cooper, a student of the 
National College of Art, for his entries in the 
classes for show cards and posters.

Civil Disobedience 


In London it is thought that great im- 
portance must be attached to the advice 
given in India by Mr. M. R. Jayakar 
to the National Congress Party in regard 
to the civil disobedience campaign of Mr. 
Ghandi. It is the view that. in the circum- 
stances, the National Congress Party must 
either withdraw its campaign or suffer a 
split. Mr. Jayakar stands high in the 
political life of India, and until recently 
was a member of the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council in London, and is 
cenerally regarded as a really disinterested 
statesman. Other prominent men in India, 
such as Mr. Munski, the former Heme 
Member in the Cangress Government of 
Bombay, and Dr. Satapal. former Presi- 
dent of the Punjab Congress Committee, 
have recently rese7ned from the (‘ongress 
Party. while other leading men have 
publicly expressed disapproval.

Chocolate and Sweets 


One of the minor annoyances of present 
times is the shortage of sweets and 
chocolate for the young people, a situation 
made all the more unpleasant by the un- 
scrupuious attitude of the people who 
have been exploiting the situation by 
creatly increasing their charges. A quarter 
of a pound of boiled sweets now costs 
eightpenee or ninepence, and, though 
chocolate. owing to the exertions of the 
manufacturers, remains static in price, not 
long ago it was soaring up in response to 
the demand. Now the manufacturers have 
decided that there shall be only fifteen 
varieties of sweets and chocolate for the 
remainder of the war. and there will be 
contro! over prices. The many thousands 
of children who have been deprived of 
their little luxuries will rejoice. 


Clothes Rationing 


The experience of the past few weeks 
have shown that changes are needed in 
the clothes-rationing scheme, and it is 
understood that a number of changes will 
be announced shortly, with several 
revisions in the value of coupons for 
different articles. There are anomalies 
which will be rectified, as the Board of 
Trade experts are desirous to equalise the 
position as regards the dfferent classes 
of housewife. A concession for winter 
clothing may be given for a certain period, 
so that people mav get warm clothes for 
the bad weather, but this will be only for 
a strictly limited period. Woollen 
materiais will be carefullv preserved after 
the period has elapsed, and probably diffi-
